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Begin-Sadat letter war Safe margin 
gathering momentum predicted

A team of top Egyptian govern- 
ment officials last night finalised a 
letter they recommended that 
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right 

to sovereignty over Bast Jerusalem 
and to maintain settlements In the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

Observers viewed the letter as In- 
tensifying the running J battie of 
messages which Sadat and Begin 
have been exchanging over the 
frozen negotiations on the proposed 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

The Egyptian team met In Alex- 
andria. where Sadat Is currently 
spending his summer vacation. 
Chaired by Vice-President Hosni 
Afubaralr, the team was to have put 
final touches to a draft already 
coordinated with Sadat. The latter 
was likely to hand the letter over to 
Israel's ambassador in Cairo, 
EUahu Ben-EUssar, tomorrow or 
Thursday. 

The Cairo newspapers, Al-Ahram 
and A l-Oo mhou riya, yesterday said 
that Sadat's response to the Begin 
message underlines Egypt's rejec- 
tion of what was referred to as 
Israel's unilateral measures In 
Jerusalem and the territories. 

"Egypt considers the Israeli ac- 
tions a deviation from the march 
toward peace and an obstruction to 
the Camp David accords,'* whose 
target was the accomplishment of 
an overall Middle East peace and 
not only a bilateral peace between 
the two countries, the papers cited 
the Sadat letter as saying. 

The newspapers said that the 
letter further makes the following 
points: 

Egypt considers the recent 
Knesset enactment of a bill

; - 'agreed UN resolution 242 which 
: stresses the Inadmissibility of the 
acquisition of land by force. 

Egypt is committed to ending 
' - Israeli occupation of Arab lands, 
restoration of Palestinian rights 
-■ • and protection of the rights of 
Moslems and Christians in the Old 
! ' City ot Jerusalem. 
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Efiypt's rejection of Israel's un- 
ilateral actions in Jerusalem and 
the territories is but part of an in- 
ternational consensus 
The original 18-page letter Sadat 
sent to Begin on August 2 was 
released In Its entirety yesterday. 
Sadat wrote that hopes for peace 
Will be ruined If Israel refuses to 
negotiate Jerusalem’s fate and dis- 
mantle Jewish settlements on cap- 
tured lands. 

“It is virtually impossible to con- 
tinue the negotiations If the present 
attitude continues," Sadat wrote 
the day before he called off the 
latest round of bargaining. 

Sadat also wrote. "The historic 
and legal rights of Arabs and 
Moslems in Jerusalem should be 
respected while keeping the 
utilities of the city unified and 
guaranteeing the freedom pf move- 
ment and worship." 

Saying that an opportunity to 
resume negotiations "might not 
arise again in the foreseeable 
future," Sadat stressed that "no 
issue should be considered, or 
rendered, not negotiable. 1 ' 

"Your government, adopted a 
negative and harmful policy in con- 
nection with settlements. I need not 
explain the International rejection 
and total condemnation of this 
policy, whether at the’ legal or 
moral level.. .These settlements, es- 
tablished in the West Bank and 
Gaza, are a real obstacle in the way 
of peace and, whether old or new, 
must be liquidated. 

"Z am confident that you 
remember our conversation in 
Aswan... I advised you then not to 
fight a losing battle since all that 
you build or do In this connection is 
destined to utter failure." 

Meanwhile, Butros Ghali, 
Egypt's minister of state for 
foreign affairs, yesterday left Cairo 
for Rumania in an apparent bid to 
drum up support from President 
Nicalae Ceausescu, known for the 
mediation role he played In the in- 
itial peace efforts. 

Ghali said that he was carrying to 
Ceausescu a verbal message from 
Sadat explaining Egypt's stance in 
the current quarrel with Israel. 

Ghali ‘s trip to Bucharest was the 
first shot in an Egyptian diplomatic 
offensive which will take Vice- 
President Mubarak to Western 
Europe and Foreign Minister 
Kama! Hassan Ali to the UN as well 
as to Washington. 


for Nissim 
appointment

The Knesset is to Interrupt Us 
summer recess today to vote on the 
appointment of Moshe Nissim as 
justice minister. 

Coalition sources said last night 
they expected the appointment to 
be approved by a majority of at 
least votes, now that a number of 
their MKs had been summoned 
back from trips abroad for the 
special session. 

Nissim has been serving as a 
minister without portfolio. He was 
'nominated by the cabinet to replace 
Shmuel Tamir, who resigned last 
week. 

The Alignment opposition is con- 
sidering tabling a motion of no- 
confldence In the government at the 
end of the three-hour debate on the 
appointment. Motions of no- 
confidence are generally not voted 
on, on the same day they are tabled, 
but this rule can be changed by the 
House Committee, where the coali- 
tion has a majority. 

Once the coalition Is satisfied that 
it has a majority for the Nissim ap- 
pointment. It will convene the 
House Committee, and push a deci- 
sion through under Rule 122, which 
permits rules of procedure to be 
overturned, so that the no- 
conffdence vote can be held safely. 

As a result of the coalition whips' 
efforts to endure a majority, at 
least eight MKs returned to Israel 
yesterday afternoon or were ex- 
pected last night. These included 
Industry Minister Gideon Patt, 
from the U.S. and Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer, from 
Rumania. Another five coalition 
MKs w,ere allowed to remain 
abroad, through a pairing- off 
arrangement with five Alignment 
MKs who said they would not return 
for the vote. 

The coalition decided to bring 
eight MKs back home, at a cost of 
roughly 1550, 000, to avoid being at 
the mercy of factions whose sup- 
port for the coalition is conditional. 
Shmuel Flatto Sharon, for instance, 
said he would back the appointment 
of Nissim only If his new proposal to 
pay monthly cost-of-living - in- 
crements to low-income families

Stock market 
stages rally 
after slump

TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange yesterday dramatically 
reversed its recent slump with a 
tremendous rally. 

Seventy-five Issues rose by about 
10 per cent. Another 71 securities 
were listed as buyers only and were 
automatically raised by 5 per cent 
without' any actual trading taking 
place. 

Due to the many buyers only 
situations, the overall volume In the 
equity market fell to IS66.4m. 

The market had stabilized on 
Monday after three consecutive 
sessions of massive selling 'and 
sharply declining prices. Commer- 
cial banks, which generally show 
strength in poor markets, were also 
hit by the decline. 

However, bank stocks were in 
strong demand yesterday as some 
options rose by up to 11 per cent. 

The shares of the First Inter- 
national Bank gained 60 points, a 6 
per cent rise. Two days ago FLBI 
shares dropped 25 points after be- 
ing listed as sellers only for the 
preceding two sessions. 

Among other commercial bank 
shares, IDB rose 11 points, Leu mi 
gained five points and Hapoalim 
traded unchanged.

David Halevy, the Washington 
Star reporter who alleged that 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
had held up the Investigation of the 
far bomb attacks on West Bank 
mayors, has retained former 
Justice Minister Haim Zadok to 
represent him in any legal action 
which may be taken against him 
upon his return to Israel. 

The Attorney-General has 
ordered the police to investigate 
whether* Halevy broke the law in 
publishing the name of the head of 
the Security Services in the 
Washington Star, it was reported 
yesterday. A Justice Ministry 
source said Halevy may be detain- 
ed by the police on his return. 

HsJevy told The Jerusalem Poet 
in New York yesterday that Time 
Inc., the publisher of the 
Washington Star, "stands fully 
behind me and has agreed to pay all 
.my legal expenses." 

Halevy told The Post that on June 
2, the day of the bombings and on 
June 3 and 4, the General Security 
Services had opened up Intensive 
surveillance of Gush Eraunlm ac- 
tivities on the West Bank. On June 
fi, the surveillance stopped. Halevy 
said there might be a link between 
the end of the surveillance on June 5 
and Begln’s meeting with the 
security service chief on June 4. 

Halevy expects to return to Israel 
within a week. Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir has concluded that 
the publication of the name of the 
head of the General Security Ser- 
vice Is a prima facie violation of the 
penal code. 

Halevy alleged last week that the 
chief of the security service had 
resigned In protest because Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin was Im- 
peding the investigation of the car- 
bomb attacks against three West 
Bank mayors last June. The chief 
and government spokesmen have 
categorically denied the ac- 
cusations. 

The Justice Ministry official said ' 
that Halevy's allegations harmed 
the image of the state, but not its 
security. But publication of the 
Service chief's name endangered 
his life and harmed state security. 
"That's obvious and there was no 
objective 'journalistic' reason to 
have published the name," the of- 
ficial noted. 

It is also understood that the 
defence establishment and the 
Justice Ministry want to reaffirm 
that the identity of civil servants in 
similar positions is clearly regard-

ed as secret. The police have been 
ordered to investigate whether 
Halevy disclosed a state secret or 
delivered information to the enemy 
— offences which carry a max- 
imum penalty of 15 years imprison- 
ment if executed with intent. 

Asher Wallflsb adds: 

At the parliamentary level, coali- 
tion chairman Halm Corfu said he 
would ask the House Committee to 
take away the chairmanship of the 
State Control Committee from 
Shmuel Toledano (Shlnuij wbo last 
week publicly demanded a denial of 
the charges as reported by Halevy. 
Corfu charged that the telegram 
sent by Toledano to Begin waa "in 
part responsible for the damage 
caused to national security" by the 
Halevy affair. 

Shinui chairman Amnon Rubins- 
tein said that Toledano had merely 
ashed Begin to deny the allegations. 
The moment Begin issued his 
denial, Toledano accepted it, 
Rubinstein said. 

Alignment sources said that the 
Corfu initiative would never get off 
the ground because the chair- 
manship of the State Control Com- 
mittee was an Alignment 
prerogative. The Alignment gave 
Toledano the chairmanship until 
the end of the year.

NEW YORK. — With Senator 
Edward Kennedy out of the 
Democratic presidential campaign, 
party leaders yesterday were busy 
trying to unite a badly- fractured 
Democratic organ Izatior. and win 
an overwhelming re-nomlnatlon 
vote tonight for President Jimmy 
Carter. 

Kennedy, In conceding defeat late 
Monday evening after losing a 
crucial roll call vote on a proposed 
rule change to "open" the conven- 
tion, gave no immediate indication 
whether he would endorse Carter in 
the upcoming battle against 
Republican nominee Ronald, 
Reagan and independent hopeful 
John Anderson. 

"I continue to care deeply about 
the ideals of the Democratic Par- 
ty." Kennedy said, insisting that he 
would continue his efforts to revise 
various economic planks in the 
proposed Democratic platform. 

Carter campaign officials. led by 
Chairman Robert Strauss, were 
concentrating their efforts in the 
reconciliation effort with the 
Kennedy forces. The main objec- 
tive was to resolve remaining 
differences so that Kennedy would 
join Carter and Vice-President 
Walter Mondale tomorrow evening 
at the convention at Madison 
Square Garden as a symbolic 
gesture of party unity. 

Kennedy lost the rules fight Mon- 
day night by a final tally of 1,936 
votes to 1,391. His supporters had 
tried to scrap a rule binding 


delegates on the first nominating 
ballot to the candidate they were 
pledged to represent In primary 
elections. 

The vote reflected Carter's 
delegate advantage coming into the 
convention and ensured he could 
not be stopped. There are 3,331 
delegates at the four-day conven- 
tion and 1,666 are needed for 
nomination. 

Kennedy, surrounded by his 
family, announced his withdrawal 
to a crowd of his crestfallen sup- 
porters soon after Carter had won 
Lhe procedural rules fight. 

"President Carter's forces have 
won an impressive victory... my 
name will not be placed In 
nomination," he said. Kennedy said 
he had phoned his congratulations 
to Carter, who was at his Camp 
David retreat. 

The senator's young supporters 
reacted emotionally to the an- 
nouncement of his withdrawal, 
many groaning "No" and some 
young girls bursting into tears. 

Many Kennedy supporters also 
said they would find if bard to sup- 
port Carter. However, should 
Kennedy support the president, this 
would persuade some to change 
.their mind. 

But Democratic wounds con- 
tinued to bleed os: 

• Former Wisconsin governor 
Patrick Lucey, a top official In 
■Kennedy's campaign, resigned 
from the state's delegation to 
protest the convention's defeat of 
the open convention effort.

Polish religions minister 
to visit in October 


The Polish Minister for Religious 
Affairs Jerzy Kuberski yesterday 
said he will visit Israel In October. 
He was. talking to a Davar cor- 
respondent In Washington. 

Kuberski is a member of the Cen- 
tral 1 Committee of the Communist 
Party of Poland. He will be In Israel 
in his capacity ot head of an inter- 
national committee for the es- 
tablishment of a scientific Institute 
In the name of Januaz Korczak, 
famed Pollsh-Jewish educator who 
died In the Holocaust. 

Kuberski met today with a 
delegation from the fourth Inter- 
national Hebrew Conference which 
Is taking place in Warsaw. The con- 
ference is due to end tomorrow. 


Polish television gave extensive 
coverage to the conference, but did 
not mention the name of the largest 
delegation — Israel. 

Kuberski told the Davar cor- 
respondent that his visit to Israel 
will represent the power of Korc- 
zak's "unifying image." He also 
said that any meetings with his 
colleagues will be scholarly, not 
political. 

"We have enough problems in the 
world,” he said. "It will be better to 
dedicate ourselves to cooperation in 
accordance with Korcsak'a 
wishes." 

In the course of his visit, he will 
meet with representatives of the 
Association of Polish Immigrants.

Top finance officials and 
economists kept a close watch on 
trading in new mutual-funds yester- 
day. and differed sharply In their 
evaluation of the phenomenon. 

Bank of Israel Governor Anion 
Gafny is unenthuslastic about the 
growth of the new funds, in which 
there is no difference between the 
buying and selling price. 

But Ben-Ami Zuckerman, the 
Treasury’s capital market com- 
missioner. is pleased with the 
funds' "absorption" of some IS2b. 
in savings. 

Economists yesterday voiced 
some apprehension that the huge 
absorption of cash through these 
funds may cause liquidity problems 
for the banks because of the deple- 
tion of current accounts and a quick 
turnover of money In the funds. The 
latter may occur because the funds, 
which are sold and bought at the 
same price, may become a 
repository for short-term cash 
balances, including wages. 

This may lead to large os- 
cillations in the balances kept In the 
funds. They differ in this respect 
from linked bonds) which become 
tradeable on the stock exchange 
only two months after they have 
been issued and, if sold, carry a 
lower selling price than the 
purchasing price. 

These economists say that for all 
practical purposes the new mutual 
funds are a perfectly liquid form of 
holding balances. Although there Is 
a risk element with respect to their 
price, they are likely to appear 
more attractive than ordinary cash 
balances in current accounts. The 
latter lose value significantly with 
the current high rate of inflation. 

Bank of Israel sources estimate 
that the assets of unit trust funds 
now amount to some IS 7b., but 
financial circles In Tel Aviv put the 
figure closer to 1810 b. 


Zuckerman told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that In principle 
there is no difference between the 
old and the new funds, and that the 
problem is the technique by which 
they buy and sell securities. Finan- 
cial circles estimate that the funds 
invest some so per cent of their 
assets in government bonds and 
foreign currency, so that they 
represent a nearly fully linked form 
of holding balances. 

Zuckermann disagrees, and says 
that the funds still have a risk ele- 
ment — for example, by com- 
parison with foreign currency, 
which is certain to maintain its 
value because the government con- 
tinues to devalue the currency in 
line with the rate of inflation. The 
risk involved, Zuckermann says, 
distinguishes holdings in the funds 
from liquid, but linked, cash. 

Both Gafny and Zuckermann are 
keeping a watchful eye on the new 
funds, but neither the Treasury nor 
the Bank of Israel intends to in- 
tervene for the time being. One ex- 
ception is new legislation Initiated 
by the Treasury that requires the 
separation of the function of trustee 
and manager of such mutual funds.

3 policemen injured in lock-up melee

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Three Jerusalem policemen were 
hospitalized last night after five 
prisoners in the Russian Compound 
lock-up rioted with sharpened 
spoons and poles broken off & cot in 
their cell yesterday, a police 
spokesman said. 

According to the police, the five 
believed that if they could get 
themselves to hospital, escape 
would be possible. 

However, Inspector Amr&m 
Amir, in charge of the lock-up 
yesterday afternoon when the dis- 
turbances began, quickly sent six 


policemen into the cell when he saw 
the five prisoners cutting each 
other with the sharpened in- 
struments. 

In the melee, one officer was 
knocked unconscious, four others 
required stitches and one officer 
was treated for mild injuries at the 
Russian Compound, police said. 

A police spokesman emphasized 
that neither tear gas npr batons 
were used to subdue the rampaging 
prisoners. But when attempts at 
calming them down failed, force 
was used. All five prisoners were 
taken to hospital for treatment and 
returned to the lock-up.

NEW YORK. — U.S. Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan’s 
successful efforts in getting the 
Democratic Party convention here 
to endorse U.S. recognition of 
Jerusalem as Israel’s capital earn- 
ed him a telegram of praise yester- 
day from Prime Minister Men&hem 
Begin, and the wrath of the 
National Association of Arab- 
Americans. 

In his cable. Begin said: "You 
gave our people great joy when 
they heard you on our radio say that 
American friends should he among 
the guardians of the walls of our 
ancient-modern capital.*’ 

But James Sams, president of the 
pro- Arab lobby, said. "We consider 
it a radical escalation of the 
rhetoric during this political cam- 
paign. It was totally irresponsible 
for Senator Moynihan to make 
remarks like that." 

Moynihan 's promise that the UJJ. 
embassy will he moved to 
Jerusalem — as pledged in the plat- 
form — was not seen by observers 
here as representing any 
authoritative shift in the official 
U.S. posture. This was because that 
same pledge was contained in the 
1976 Democratic platform and not 
implemented by the Democratic 
■ administration of President Jimmy 
1 Carter over the past three-and-one- 
1 half "years. ' ’* 

Sams, however, called a news 
conference at the convention 
yesterday to blast what he charged 
was "the very damaging effect” on 
U.S. national interests in the Middle 
East by such "pro-Israel rhetoric." 

He insisted that the Democratic 
platform and Its strong statements 
of support for Israel were "con- 
trary" to U.S. moral, economic and 
strategic interests. 


Addressing the opening night of ! 
the convention at Madison Square 
Garden, Moynihan reaffirmed the 
platform's assertion that 
Jerusalem "should remain forever 
undivided" and "the capital of 
Israel." J 

"We will move our embassy 
there." the senator declared. "And 
let those who would come in arms 
against the walls of Jerusalem un- 
derstand that we, too, are on those 
walls. 

"We are not about to' commit our 
strength to protecting the rich 
societies of that region while per- 
mitting the destruction of the free 
ones."

“The 
United States has made peace 
between the two great peoples of 
Israel and Egypt." be said. "There 
are those who will not accept this 
peace.

U.S. supplying missile-boats to Saadis 


NORFOLK. Virginia (UPI). — 
Navy officials have confirmed that 
13 new missile-equipped patrol 
boats are being built In the U.S. for 
the Saudi Arabian navy and that 
their crews will be trained at the 
Little Creek amphibious base near 
here. 

As many as 500 Saudi sailors will 
be in the U.S. at the peak of the 
programme. Navy officials said 
Monday. 

Saudi' navy crews have been 
trained since 1975 at Little Creek, 
one of the U.S. Navy's largest 
amphibious and small-boat warfare 
training centres. But Navy officials 
said the new programme would 


mean the largest influx of Saudi 
Arabians ever in the area. Most of 
the training so far has been in 
minesweeping and small-hoat tac- 
tics. 

The new Saudi combat craft are 
expected to begin arriving at Little 
Creek in December and training 
will continue through the. winter of 
1984. Navy officials told The 
Virginian-Pilo t newspaper. 

The total cost of the construction 
programme will be about 3844m.. 
officials said, and will include four 
patrol missile chasers at g88m. 
each, and nine patrol gunboats 
equipped with missiles at 307m. 
each.

The emplojrment situation for un- 
iversity graduates is not as critical 
as some recent reports have shown, 
according to a survey issued yester- 
day. 

The survey says that there should 
he enough jobs for graduates for the 
five-year period between 1978 and 
1983. It was compiled by Ruth 
Zilberberg of the Council for Higher 
Education on the basis of data from 
the Treasury's Economic Planning 
Authority, the Manpower Planning 
Authority, and the Labour 
Ministry’s employment service. 

The report states that the 
economy's need for academically 
trained personnel will Increase 
steadily between 1978 and 1983 from 
119,000 to 153,000, that is by 34,000 
academics. At the same time, the 
report expects that some 38,000 
graduates (including Israelis retur- 
ning from studies abroad) wi 11 seek 
places in the job market. 

The report concludes that the 
4,500-3,000 (or 800 per year) 
difference is not meaningful, given 
that "it is impossible to forecast 
manpower supply and demand with 
complete accuracy." 

But it goes on to warn that if the 
present trend continues, "It Is

possible that a severe problem of 
employment for graduates will ex- 
ist by the end of the decade if the 
economy does not adjust Itself to 
the manpower which will be 
available." 

In breaking down the employ- 
ment situation and prospects in 
various disciplines, the report an- 
ticipates that the supply of 
graduates in the social sciences and 
arts who will work as teachers, 
social workers, etc. will be about 
equal to market demand. However, 
the report foresees a slight lack of 
academically trained executives 
and jurists. 

In the engineering field, an 
equilibrium between supply and de- 
mand Is also anticipated by the 
report. 

The report predicts a serious sur- 
plus of medical doctors, an- 
ticipating the return of 2,800 
physicians who have trained 
abroad and the immigration of 
some 1,600 *ellm' trained in 


medicine, in addition to the 900 
local graduates of the country’s 
medical schools during this period. 

The report also anticipates, that 
by 1983 there will be 40 per cent 
more graduates in the natural 
sciences than are needed by the 
market, even if one third of such 
graduates take up teaching posts. 

The report, presented yesterday 
to Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer and the .heads of the coun- 
try's universities by the director- 
general of the planning and budgets 
committee, Ged&lia Ya'akobi. con- 
cludes that the problem of employ- 
ment of academics has been great- 
ly exaggerated in recent months. 

The report notes that In April 
1980. 3.900 academics sought 
employment (through the labour 
exchanges) while in the years 1876* 
79 the monthly figure hovered 
around 2,500. But some 130.000 
academics are employed In the 
economy, notes the report, making 
little of the problem.

Dogs reportedly set loose in East German jail

BERLIN (UPI) . — An East Ger- 
man dissident who was bitten by 
guard dogs in jail has been sent 
back to the stockade because he 
urged a Red Cross probe of prison 
conditions in the Communist coun- 
try, a human rights group said 
yesterday.

Francis Rlzak, the Christian 
militia spokesman, said that 12 
soldiers have deserted the 
Lebanese Army in recent weeks 
and Joined Haddad's ranks, in- 
cluding those who arrived on Sun- 
day. 

He said that the militia would be 
glad to receive any Lebanese 
soldier wishing to cross sides. Each 
soldier would receive a gun and a 
salary, and the militia would help 
find housing for their families.

Professor Jonathan Magnes, 
former professor of 
neurophysiology at the Hebrew 
University-Hadassab Medical 
School, died yesterday in 
Jerusalem after suffering a heart 
attack over a week ago. 

A former dean of the medical 
school from 1968 to 1971, he was a 
scientist of international repute. 

Magnes was born in New York on 
August 29. 1912. the second son of 
Judah Lelb Magnes, the first head 
of the Hebrew University, and 
Beatrice Lowenstein-Magnes. He 
was brought to this county by his 
parents in 1922 and later studied in 
the U.S. and at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, where he was awarded a Ph.D. 
in 1947. 

He became head of the medical 
school's physiology department in 
1937 and was elected dean of the 
school in 1968. 

Magnes served on UNESCO's In- 
ternational advisory committee on 
arid zone research and on the 
neurochemistry panel of the Inter- 
national Brain Research Organiza- 
tion. He was a founder and presi- 
dent of the Israel Society of 
Physiology and Pharmacology, and 
a member of the World Federation 
of Neurology. 

Magnes's research included work 



curring during sleep, and on ethnic 
sweat patterns. 

A well-known Jerusalem figure, 
he was president of the YMHA in 
the capital. 

He is survived by his wife Hava, a 
son and daughter, and two 
brothers.

As the large airlines 
dropped their unprofitable routes 
between smaller airports, the need 
arose for smaller planes to make 
short passenger and transport runs. 

The Arava, which seats between 
15 and 30 passengers and also 
serves as a cargo plane, fills this 
gap ideally, said the company 
spokesman. The Initial sale will be 
to an agent who will both run the 
planes himself and lease them to 
other companies.

Swastikas at 
nursery school 
in Brazil 

SAO PAULO (AP) — Vandals ran- 
sacked a Je wish-run nursery school 
here and left behind anti-Semitic 
slogans and swastikas on Monday 
night. 

An Israeli consular official said, 
that although there have been other 
Isolated incidents, there does not 
appear to be a widespread anti- 
Semitic campaign here. Jewish 
community leaders In Sao Paulo, 
South America's largest city with a 
Jewish population of approximate- 
ly 80,000. linked the incident to a 
series of violent, right-wing attacks;

Guerrillas blamed for huge Angola blast 




PARIS (Reuter). — Police have 
tightened security around five 
nuclear power-plant construction 
companies following threats to 
blow them up if they deliver a 
research reactor to Iraq, police 
said yesterday. 

The threats were telephoned by a 
clandestine organization known as 
“The Committee for the Safeguard 
of the IslAmic Revolution," one 
company director said. 

Vsevolod Dmitriess, general 
manager of Constructions N a vales 
ct Industrfellea de la M€diterran£e, 
said a caller had warned him ; “If 
you make atomic weapons, it will 
bring bad luck to you and your 
qualified personnel.” 

The Osiraq project, the French 
nuclear research reactor which is 
to be delivered to Iraq soon, is the 
subject of growing controversy in 


France and abroad because of the 
danger that it could allow Iraq to 
build atomic weapons. 

Dmitriess told reporters four 
other companies working on the 
project had received similar 
threats. 

The previously unknown com- 
mittee last Thursday said it had 
- made a bomb attack on Jean- 
Jacques Graf, a senior French 
atomic scientist working on the 
Osiraq project. 

In tact, the bomb blew up the 
home of a bookseller with the same 
name as the scientist. No one was 
hurt 

The bomb incident and the 
telephone threats followed the 
murder in Paris on June 14 of Egyp- 
tian nuclear scientist Yetaia al- 
Meshad, who worked for the Iraqi 
atomic energy commission. 


LISBON (UPI). - Angola yester- 
day confirmed claims by anti- 
communist guerrillas that 
saboteurs successfully struck oil 
storage tAnka and harbour facilities 
at the vital railhead Atlantic port of 
- Lobito. 

In a dispatch received in Lisbon. 
the official Angolan news agency 
ANGOP said the huge fire that 
broke out before dawn on Monday 
at Lobito’s state-owned Snnangol oil 
storage depot appeared to be “one 
more criminal act of sabotage 
carried out by South Africa through 


its Angolan puppets." 

The agency said the fire broke out 
at 2 /urn. Monday, but did not detail 
the damage caused nor say whether 
the W.ozc was under control. 

In a statement released in Paris 
on Monday, the pro-West National 
Union for Angola’s Total 
Independence (UNITA) movement 
claimed Its saboteurs had “totally 
destroyed" the depot and harbour 
installations. 

UNITA said its attack on the port,

UK suicide guide scrapped 


LONDON (UPI). — Fear of 
prosecution has forced an organiza- 
tion promoting suicide to scrap 
plans tor publishing a . 30-page 
Guide to Self-Deliverance with 
. detailed Instructions oh how to take 
your life. 

Most of the .9,000 members of Ex- 
it, also known as the Society for the 
Right to Die with Dignity, joined 
the organization specifically to ob- 
tain a copy of the booklet, Nicholas 
Reed, general secretary of the 


society said. 

“Our leadership is afraid of 
prosecution.” Reed said. "But our 
membership are almost completely 
Is favour of publishing our 
booklet." 

Larry Hill, acting chairman of 
Exit, said Monday that distribution 
of the guide, intended for people 
suffering from terminal diseases, 
might have led to prosecution under 
a 1981 British law prohibiting aid to 
suicide. 


Monsoon floods kill 465 in India 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — 
Flood waters from the Ganges and 
other monsoon-swollen rivers 
: spread further across India’s Uttar 
'Pradesh State yesterday, killing 39 
more people, to bring the death toll 
lo 469, reports said. 

The Press Trust of India said the 
Ganges had changed its course, 


flooding more than 100 villages. 
Earlier, the river rose again near 
the sacred Hindu city of Benares, 
Engineers, paramilitary police 
and volunteers were reported work- 
ing to prevent the Ganges from 
bunting an embankment on the 
border between heavily inundated 
Uttar Pradesh and Bihar. 


GENEVA (AF). — Members of a 
UN human rights panel expressed 
shock yesterday at a report charg- 
ing that thousands of Thai children 
are bought and sold each yeair on a ' 
professionally operated market 
which supplies factories, brothels 
and massage parlours in Thailand. 

The report, presented on behalf of 
the London-based Minority Rights 
Group, said that prices on the 
“child market" ranged between 
$7.50 and $50 depending upon “his 
or her age, strength and beauty." 

The author of the report, British 
social worker Timothy Bond, told 
the UN working group on slavery in 
a public hearing that he collected 
detailed evidence on the matter 
during a five-month welfare mis- 
sion to Thailand. 

He said he bought two boys, 12 
and 13 years old, for $39 from a 
professional child trader and then 
returned them to their home 
village. “I still have the receipt and 
the sales contract,” he added. 

Bond also said that in the 
Bangkok railway station alone, 
over 500 children changed hands 
every week during the dry period 
between November and April. They 
are brought from northeastern 
Thailand by professional “child 
catchers.” or by parents and 


relatives In search of "quick 
money.” 

“Every day, girls as young as 12 
or 12 years of age are being sold 
into brothels’" Bond said. 

Bond said that although Thailand 
has laws to protect children, police 
do not Interfere. He charged that 
they were bribed into silence, or 
were provided free access to the 
girls sold to brothels. 

Most of the children come from 
the northeast, the poorest part of 
the country, where the monsoon 
season is so short that only one rice 
crop can be harvested per year, ac- 
cording to Bond^ . 

Greek city} Hawaii

VOLOS. — Two fairly strong earth ; 
tremors shook this city In eastern 
Greece yesterday but there were no 
immediate reports of casualties or 
damage, police said. 

Athens observatory said the 
tremors measured 1L2 and 4.9 on the 
Richter scale, with their epicentre 
155 kins northwest of the capital. 

An earthquake registering 4.3 on 
the Richter scale shook the island of 
Hawaii Monday night. There were 
no reports of casualties or any ma- 
jor damage. (Reuter, AP)

Neighbours said they saw two 
blacks entering the premises with a 
golf bag shortly before the blast. 

In Cape Town, police were cm the 
alert In black townships after ston- 
ing incidents Monday night in 
which one white motorist was killed 
and another badly burned when 
their vehicles ran off the road. 

The dead man was Identified as 
George Beeley, 60, a recent im- 
migrant from Zimbabwe.

French grill police officer 
in probe of Bologna blast 


PARIS (AP). — A French poUce In- 
spector suspended for extreme 
right-wing activities admits he 
visited Bologna and other Italian 
cities in July to contact “political 
friends" there, but denies soy links 
with the August 2 terrorist bombing 
of Bologna railway station, the dal- 
ly Quotidian de Paris reported 
yesterday. 

The inspector, 25-year-old Paul- 
, Louis Durand, was interrogated 
Monday by French detectives 
cooperating with Italian police fax 
investigating the Bologna bombing. 

Durand, who was attached to the 
section of the French police respon- 
sible for internal security. Is one of 
the leaders of an International neo- 
fascist movement known as FANE 
(Federation for European. National 
Action). The French Interior 
Ministry said Durand was suspend- 


ed because Ms FANE activities 
were Incompatible with bis police 
duties. 

Asked to express Ms views on the 
BMogna explosion In which over 80 
persons died, Durand replied: 

“Try to figure out who benefits: 
from the crime. Certainly not the 
right wing. I suspect It is the work 
of a secret service, either Italian or 
foreign. It is undoubtedly a 
provocation.” 

Meanwhile, the death toll in the . 
blast tom to 81 as 88-year -o Id An- 
tonio Montanari died yesterday is 
Bologna, Five people were still 
reported in critical condition in 
Bologna hospitals. 

Bologna police reported that one 
of the dead has still not been iden- 
tified. The victim was described as 
a man 20 to 30 years old with long ' 
hair and a beard. A Paris Metro 
ticket was found hi his pocket. 


Chile bares police terror 


SANTIAGO (AP). — General 
Augusto Pinochet’s government 
said on Monday that right-wing 
police detectives were responsible 
for a wave of kidnappings ap- 
parently designed to intimidate dis- 
sidents. 

The Chilean government, promis- 
ing to halt the incidents and punish 
those responsible, also announced 
the resignation of the chief of the 
police Investigations division, 
retired general Ernesto Baesa. 

The - announcement said that 
"some investigation officials, ac- 
ting outside the law and against In- 
structions from the government, 
are responsible for these acts.” 

The kidnappings, at least eight 
but perhaps exceeding 24, began In 
late July, apparently In reprisal for 
the July 19 slaying of the chief of the 
Army Intelligence School. LL-CoL 
Roger Vergara, and the assault an 
three Santiago banks six days later. 


Following the attacks, an 
organization exiling Itself the Mar- 
tyrs Vengeance Command was 
formed, claiming that government 
security forces were not taking 
adequate action. 

Eight persons have said they 
were kidnapped by the Command. 
Some of them complained they 
were beaten and tortured with elec- 
tric shocks to the genitals.

SALISBURY (UPI). — Zimbabwe 
yesterday bade farewell to General 
Josl&h Tongogara, who built a 
ragtag outfit into a powerful 
guerrilla army but died In a cor 
crash last December before in- 
dependence under block rule was 
achieved. 

A crowd estimated by police at 
30.000 blanketed the slopes and the 
high ground as Tongogara's body 
was reinterred at Heroes’ Acre, 
dedicated to the thousands killed 
fighting white minority rule. 

Buried, alongside the late com- 
mander of Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe’s guerrilla army were the 
remains of Jason Moya, a senior 
aide to guerrilla leader Joshua 
Nkomo. Moyo was killed by a 
parcel bomb in the Zambian capital 
Of Lusaka in 1977.

referred to as "going to see Marx." 

For three days the body lay in the 
passage of a bank vault. When a 
jeep finally arrived, the report con- 
tinues. the attendants found a note 
pinned to the body which read: "A 
.patient suffering from a highly in- 
fectious disease." 

With his feet protruding from the 
back of the jeep, Uu Shaoqi was 
earrled to a local crematorium. 
There, “some people were spraying 
disinfectant” because the body was 
supposed to be infectious. This 
justified immediate cremation, 
together with the burning of Liu's 
belongings. 

A card with bogus names accom- 
panied the ashes, purporting to be 
certified by one of Liu's sons. The 
People’s Daily remarks: 
“Comrade Shaoqi had used many 
aliases... but he never imagined 
that as president of the state he 
would have to conceal bis name 
again after death." 

THIS SAGA of the final days is part 
of a cascade of material designed to 
restore the reputation of a hero 
after “the greatest frame-up in the 
party's history," and to reassure 
the large number of Chinese who 
find the entire matter beyond 
belief. 

The newspaper Red Flag con- 
cedes there are "young Com- 
munists now who have doubts about 
the greatness of the party... baaed 
on post miscarriages of justice." 

Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping, 
too, has gone to great lengths to ex-, 
plain the painstaking Investigation 
leading to Liu’s eventual rehabilita- 
tion. Naturally, this la a sensitive 
matter.

grievances of the Bakonjo and 
Bwamba people whose struggle has 
lasted for 150 years. 

Rwenzururu is a classic example 
of the way the British Empire carv- 
ed up Africa without heed to the 
claims of Jess-vocal- indigenous 
peoples. In this case, the Bakonjo's 
home Mountain region was split 
down the centre by the leio Asgio- 
Belgiaxx agreement which declared 
the 30th meridian and the Congo- 
Nfle watershed to be the boundary 
between the Belgian Congo (now 
Zaire) and Uganda. 

Possibly because they found the 
people more attractive, the British 
then propped up the ailing Kingdom 
of Toro, subduing the angry 
Bakonjo whose land they gave to 
Toro, despite the conflict between 
the two tribes which had raged 
since 1830 and which still goes on. 

In 1922, three Bakonjo leaders 
were publicly executed by the 
British. They are regarded today as 
martyrs. It all came to a head In 
1962 when the Bakonjo received no 
mention in the Ugandan in- 
dependence constitution. 

So, on June 80, 1962, Isaya- 
Mukirane, the father of the present 
king, made a unilateral declaration 
of independence and the Rwen- 
zururiana retreated into their 
mountains. 

Former Uganda prime minister 
Milton Obote sent troops under 
British officers to deal with the 
rebels and even enlisted- the aid of a 
British journalist to mediate. But to 
no avail. His successor, Idf Amin, 
sent troops into the mountains as 
well. 

WALKING UP the steep slopes in 
search of the king, I was shown 
deserted huts and smallholdings 
amid lush surroundings where 
Amin's men had burned, pillaged 
and murdered the people. But they 
never dared attack higher than 6 ,- 
000 feet. The Rwenzururu can live 

| another 5,000 feet higher than that. 

My guides told me how their 
region, one of the richest In Africa, 
had been neglected by the men who 
developed Uganda. 

"We have never had a secondary 
school until last year when ve 
collected 20 shillings (about ILlM) 
from each person. It bjaUaiJeU 
but we can give our cMl^msome 
education," said one of them. The 
only hospital for 75 ton,ls atKagan- 
do. at the ( foot of the mountains. 
There are no roaj, or telephones. 

I had called at Kagando hospital 
before setting oft. Run *7

Lake Edward glittering through the 
haze. I slept beside a fragrant 
eucalyptus wood fire after a meal of 
" bananas and groundnuts cooked 
over charcoaL 

Tales of fierce mountain tribes 
people, heavily armed, gained 
some credence when, after an early 
service, at a mad church nearby, 
the Rwenzururu Inspector of Police 
arrived to make a security check. 
Wizened, capped and carrying an 
automatic rifle that dwarfed him. 
he methodically and with apparent 
enjoyment rummaged through 
cameras, pockets, shoes and even 
my hair, in the search for an an- 
ticipated assassination weapon. 

ZN DUE COURSE, the king arrived 
with great ceremony. I was im- 
pressed by the dignity and sincerity 
of the occasafon, and the great en- 
joyment of the people at seeing- 
their Ring and bis visitors. My 
guide told me it normally took six 1 
months before any visitor -could 
have an audience with the king. 

His Majesty sat at a bench In the 
long grass and Introduced me in 
turn to Ms prime niolster, members 
of the cabinet, justices and the 
royal chamberlain. They were not 
politicians, he explained: "I was 
appointed by God and they are ap- 
pointed by me. There.are no politics 
in Rwenzururu. " 

Speaking of the Rwenzururu 
struggle, be told how Ma people, 
friendless and .with no outside 
assistance, had held off the entire 
world. The Rwenzururiana had few 
guns, little clothing and no money. 
Messages sent to the UN, the Com- 
monwealth and Britain for help had 
never been answered. 

"Our fighters have suffered for IB 
years, and they will continue to 
fight for the human rights of the 
United Kingdom of Rwenzururu," 
he said through an interpreter in bis 
R liken jo language. 

The proceedings were kept for 
posterity on the royal cassette 
produced with great ceremony by 
the royal chamberlain along with a 
suitcase full of spare batteries. 

I was convinced that until they 
achieve legal autonomy and 
measurable social and economic 
advances, the Bakonjo will con- 
tinue to proclaim their In- 
dependence from both Uganda and 
Zaire, neither of whom wifi ever he 
able to force the Rwenzururiana 
from the Mountains of the Moon. 

They now hope that the Ugandan 
election later this year will at last 
produce a government that will 
deal with them sympathetically.

Oil prices may be stabilized ‘Golden era’ 
at OPEC Baghdad summit for Brazil 


LONDON (Reuter). — OPEC la on 
course toward restoring’ order to its 
oil pricing arrangements and en- 
ding the chaotic free-for-all of the 
past 18 months, oil Industry sources 
said this week. 

They said an agreement on 
moderate, quarterly price rises 
partly Indexed to inflation could 
well emerge from a Baghdad sum- 
mit in November of the 13-member 
Organization of Petroleum' Expor- 
ting Countries (OPEC). 

The formula, involving a floor 
price for crude oil, has been urged 
on OPEC by Saudi Arabia, which 
argues that It will benefit both 
producers and consumers. 

Unruly price leapfrogging since 
early 1879 has lifted the average 
price of OPEC crude by 150 per cent 
and scattered rates over a range 
from Saudi Arabia's $28 a barrel to 
the $37 charged by some African 
producers of high quality crudes. 

The industry sources said & 
prevailing glut of oil, causing a 
collapse of free spot market prices, 
meant that OPEC price hawks such 
as Algeria and Iran had nothing to 
gain from a continued free-for-all. 

In return for their agreement on 
the new formula, the sources said, 
the industry thinks it likely Saudi 


Arabia will raise Its price to a $32 
marker ceiling and cut production 
from 9.5 to 8.5 million barrels per 
day. This will help mop up the glut 
and stabilize the price at a level 
acceptable to the OPEC majority. 

The sources said improved 1 
relations between Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, the number two OPEC 
producer, might also be a factor. 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
visited Saudi Arabia last week. 

The dates to watch are mid- 
September, when OPEC ministers 
meet in Geneva, the November 
summit and another ministers’ 
meeting In Bali. Indonesia, during 
December which could finalize 
details of any agreement. 

Speculation persists on when 
Saudi Arabia will start to raise Its 
price to narrow the $4 gap'be tween 
what it charges now and the $32, 
rate which, the industry believes, 
will be the marker on which the new 
structure is aligned. 

Petroleum Intelligence Weekly, 
the authoritative trade journal, 
said a majority in the Saudi 
Supreme Petroleum Council is said 
tofavour a small rise soon, perhaps 
of $2 a barrel in mid-August, 
retroactive to July l. Another In- 
crease could follow possibly a 
month later, It said. 


Nestle says Saadis broke school loach pact 


VEVET. Switzerland (UPIl. — 
Nestle said yesterday it Is seeking 
compensation from Saudi Arabia 
for cancellation of an agreement to 
supply meals to Saudi 
schoolchildren. 

The five-year agreement had 
been signed in 1976 and still had 18 
months to run before it was cancell- 
ed la May this year, the giant Swiss 
corporation said. 

Meals were supplied by a com- 
pany called Safe which is jointly 


owned by Nestle and Wagons-Lits 
Cook and the exclusive contract 
was worth ISO million Swiss francs 
rlS483m.j a year. . 

Nestle spokesmen confirmed that 
Saudi Arabia broke off the agree- 
ment but declined to provide 
further details. The spokesmen 
would say only that Nestle Is seek- 
ing financial compensation from 
the Saudi government. 

A report from Saudi Arabia said 
the children did not like the food. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (Reuter). — A 
new golden era may dawn soon for 
Brazil, according to a report from a 
government research agency. 

The report from the Mineral 
Resources Research Company 
(CPRM) said the country's gold 
production could reach 800 tons a 
ye at in four or five years, making 
Brazil the world’s, third or fourth 
largest gold producer. 

CPRM director Edison Susac- 
zynski said in an interview that the 
widely-held belief that the Por- 
tuguese colonizers had drained all 
the gold out of Brazil was a myth. 

He said Brazil's known and poten- 
tial gold reserves amounted to 8ft,- 
592 tons and that the Portuguese ex- 
tracted only between 2,000 and 2.500 
tons in the colonial period from 1554 
to 1820 . 

The CPRM report puts forward a 
programme for developing produc- 
tion of gold and if the indications 
prove true Brazil’s burdened 
economy would be transformed. 

The report, which was drawn up 
[ after 18 months of investigation, 
and its recommendations for the 
exploitation of gold are to be 
presented to Mines and Energy 
Minister Cesar Cals for approval. 

Suszczynsid said 30.5 per cent of 
Brazil’s gold deposits were secon- 
dary, which means they are near 
the surface and therefore easily ex- 
tractable at low costa. 

CPRM research shows there are 
54 separate goldfields in Brazil. 

The agency’s programme would 
Initially involve developing 
between 24 and 28 of the areas to 
produce 270 tons of gold annually 
from secondary deposits, Suszc- 
zynski said. 

Brazil currently produces 
between 32 and 34 tons of gold a 
year, but more than half of this is 
sold on the free market by prospec- 
tors who bypass government con- 
trol.

Solution sought to problems 
of long-term unemployed

The Ministry of Labour is ex- 
amining various options for solving 
the problem faced by the un- 
employed who, after being out of 
work six months, have reached the 
end of the period for which they can 
claim unemployment insurance. 

Hundreds of unemployed workers 
have remained jobless for more 
than six months. The Issue was 
recently raised by Aharon Harel of 
the Histad rut’s executive com- 
mittee. who demanded an extension 
of the six-month period tor un- 
employment insurance. 
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The unemployment Insurance 
fund in the National Insurance has 
vast unutilized reserves. On an ac- 
tuarial basis these might permit a 
reduction of the unemployment in- 
surance premiums or, alternative- 
ly,, an increase in the benefits paid 
out and the period during which the 
unemployed are entitled to them. 

In terms of cash flow, lengthen- 
ing of the period of entitlement to 
unemployment benefits, or their in- 
crease, would mean larger out- 
payments by the Treasury, because 
the accumulated funds are 
deposited with it. 

Meanwhile, Ministry of Labour 
director-general Yisrael Gurabdk 
has announced that some 40 0 
academically-trained unemployed, 
among them engineers, physicists 
and chemists, will be employed In 
the research and development 
departments of export firms. The 
Ministry of Industry. Trade and 
Tourism is conducting a search for 
additional industrial enterprises

Postal Bank may lose 
some tax collection duties 


JemsulQRi Post Reporter 

The. tax authorities are con- 
sidering a move to take, away some 
of the tax collections from the 
Postal Bank because of long delays 
in the transfer of documents 
relating to the collections. 

These delays hold up the work of 
the tax authorities and often lead tu 
unnecessary annoyance of tax- 
payers who get reminder notices 
for payments already made. 

The Postal Bank now handles 
about half of the payments made to 
the tax authorities. The other half 
goes through the commercial 
banks. 

The Postal Bank transmits the 


money within a day or two of Its 
receipt. But the supporting 
documents reach the Treasury only 
after a delay of eight to 22 days. 

The commercial banks are 
slower In handing over the cash — It 
takes them three to four days — but 
they supply the papers relating to 
the payments at the same time. 

An examination by the tax 
authorities has shown that the 
reasons for the long delays In the 
Postal Bank are antiquated work 
methods and an overload of work. 
This led to the suggestion the Postal 
Bank be relieved of some collection 
duties, such as payments of value 
added tax. 


Sheraton to operate new Eilat hotel

TL . AVTV. — Representatives of 
the Sheraton and Red Sea hotel 
chains yesterday signed a contract 
to operate a 350-room luxury hotel 
in Eilat, manager of tourist ad- 
ministration Aranon Altman said 
yesterday. 

The new hotel, due to be com- 
pleted within three years, will be 
built on a 22-dunam plot. Zt will 
have 100 suites, sports and health 
facilities, restaurants' and enter- 
tainments services. It will be nam- 
ed the Ell at- Sheraton hotel. 

Sheraton was the first inter- 


national hotel company to operate 
hotel in Israel, and the first to open 
one In Eilat, said Tel Aviv Sheraton 
general manager Harold Rhshman 
at the signing of the contract. 
Rlchman Is also vice-president and 
district manager of Sheraton hotels 
in Israel. 

The contract was signed in the 
Tel Aviv Sheraton by the new 
hotel's owners, Yitzhak Wolf of the 
U.S. and Va'akov Gross of 
Belgium. Sberaton network vice- 
president for Europe. Africa and 
the Middle East Richard Scoeffeld 
and Rlchman. 


Tax deduction increase for the self-employed

Self-employed taxpayers will now 
be able to deduct expenses for 
overseas telephone calls made 
from their homes, according to new 
regulations proposed by the finance 
minister. 

The new tax break still needs the 
approval of the Knesset Finance 
Committee. Until now. .such 
telephone expenses could not be, 
claimed as business expenses. Tax- 
payers will have to satisfy the tax 
authorities that the calls were 
made for business purposes, and 
will have to keep a record of the 
foreign number called, the date, 
hour and cost of the call. 

Another tax break for the self- 
employed is an Increase in tax- 


deductible per diem expenses 
abroad. These deductions, for 
which no bills have to be submitted, 
have been raised from 940 per day 
to 945 for the expensive countries, 
and from 930 to $40 per day In the 
cheaper countries. The basic tax- 
deductible expense for hotels 
remains unchanged, at 950 a day In 
the high-cost countries and 940 in 
cheaper countries and must be 
documented by bills.

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Carter’s uphill fight 


FIRST-TERM U.S. presidents, who are still eligible for re- 
election, do not fail to be renominated unless they, choose to bow 
out in advance — as Lyndon B. Johnson did In I960. There was 
little doubt, therefore, that Jimmy Carter would win the 
Democratic Party’s fight, ‘'whip" Sea. Edward Kennedy, his 
one avowed rival — and go on to obtain the convention's en- 
dorsement for a second term. 

The threat of an "open convention” had not materialized, as 
could have been foreseen, and the last-minute attempted In- 
surrection by belatedly disillusioned delegates simply fizzled 
out. But the mere fact that the rebellious balloon could seem, for 
a moment, to be actually getting off the ground showed how 
vulnerable President Carter had become even within his own 
party. 

The “Great White Hope” of a traumatized America a mere 
four years ago, Mr. Carter is now the fall-guy for all of 
America's faults and failures. This may be unjust, but that is | 
the fate of leaders who do not measure up to the high expec- 
tations they arouse. Originally billed as another Jack Kennedy, 
Jimmy Carter turned out to be just another innocent Georgia 
provincial lost in big, tricky Washington. 

Earnestly well-intentioned, and enormously hard-working, 
President Carter has nevertheless all too often come up with 
precisely the wrong solutions to the problems facing him. One 
reason for this has been his tendency to detect something good 
in almost everything and .everyone — in Bert Lance and in 
Leonid Brezhnev, in Gaddafi as well as in his own brother Billy. 

His openly professed surprise, every, now and then, at 
evidence of unalloyed evil, as in the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, has added little to his stature, or to his popularity. 

' Mr. Carter is now facing an uphill fight, with Walter Mondale 
apparently again in tow, for an extension of his lease on the 
White House. In the polls, the gap separating him from 
Republican nominee Ronald Reagan appears too wide for 
anything but a miracle to eliminate it in time for election day. 
This gap will, of course, be considerably narrowed as time 
passes on, and the campaigns get underway In real earnest. 

The president will draw some advantage from the certain 
shrinking of popular support for independent candidate John 
Anderson, who will be lacking, among other things, the benefits 
of a nominating convention hoopla. 

Some at least of the traditionally Democratic voters among 
the Jews, who have been leaning to Mr. Anderson because of 
what they see as an anti-Israel bias in Mr. Carter, may now 
switch back to the president. But many others may this time 
pull the Republican lever, thus endangering Mr. Carter's hold 
on the large Industrial states that are vital for his re-election. 

From the vantage point of today, the coming U.S. presidential 
elections loom like a protest vote par excellence: a choice 
between two lesser evils, at best. The fault lies with the method 
of selection; perhaps it Ls time Americans have not only discuss- 
ed a reform, but done something about it. Whatever decision 
they take will have repercussions far beyond their borders. . 


Unfeasible remedy 


BANK OF ISRAEL Governor Arnon Gafny, taking half a leaf 
out of the Alignment's economic programme, last week 
suggested a wage-price-tax freeze to check the relentless march 
of inflation. 

His proposals — which he himself emptied of operational con- 
tent by admitting that they are politically unfeasible — met with 
a prompt rebuff by the Histadrut and the employers. The 
Treasury's response, which he might have anticipated, was the 
loudest of all — a new round of massive price hikes, directed 
mainly at the lower income groups. 

The Treasury has made it plain that it intends to go on mop- 
ping up demand — that ls, to raise prices and increase un- 
employment — before it will consider policy measures designed 
to hold inflation down on the cost aide, which is what a wage- 
price-tax freeze is In effect. 

It is therefore not surprising that the Histadrut secretary- 
general, Teroham Meshel, has rejected any such package deal 
unless unemployment is first reduced and the Income distribu- 
tion made more equitable. Or that the president of the Manufac- 
turers' Association, Avraham Shavit, should see no point in an 
economic truce of this kind if it comes after, and not before, 
wage Increases. In addition, he sees nothing in the present 
economic situation that is good enough to deserve preservation 
by a freeze. 

It is a moot question whether the governor of the central bank, 
statutorily the government's chief economic adviser, does any 
good by floating proposals which he himself considers political- 
ly impractical. But since this new-old remedy will crop up 
again. It may be useful to clarify why it is Impractical now, and 
on what conditions it may help to cure the economy of its in- 
flationary fever. 

A socio-economic truce, as Mr. Gafny surely knows, can be 
maintained only temporarily. Unlike military truces, which 
are valuable in themselves because they prevent casualties, an 
economic truce only spreads the casualties all round: producers 
must give up profits, workers must forgo wages, and the 
government must give up programmes dear to the heart of the 
politicians. 

To make such a truce serve a useful purpose, it must be based 
on a clear and consistent programme of action. The preseut 
government has by now amply demonstrated that it has no such 
programme, and the central bank, in its advisory function, has 
not been able to fill that void. 

But even if the government had a coherent economic policy 
and the capacity to carry it out, it would not now, with ap- 
proaching elections, know what to do with the breathing space 
that a package deal might provide. 

That alone would make Mr. Gafny 's proposals politically im- 
possible now. In addition, the flat rejection by the Histadrut and 
the employers clearly announces their lack of confidence in the 
government — without which such a truce could not work even if 
the government had years, rather than months, before it 
Mr. Gafny’s proposals suffer from some other weaknesses 
besides the political. The governor asserted that the right mo- 
ment for a package deal was now, after wage earners had been 
compensated for past price increases. 

That statement was more than a little disingenuous when it 
was made. Monday's fresh round of price increases have made 
it border on the cynical. Mr. Gafny must surely be aware that 
the recent wage increases were eroded even before they were 
paid out, and that the erosion has meanwhile been stepped .up. ! 

It is naive to expect that this will not soon give rise to new wage j 
demands, unless rising unemployment holds them down. But in 
the latter case, there Is no need for a formal freeze on wages. 

Mr. Gafny wants to put a well-known ointment on the rash of 
inflation. But there Is a fly in it; with a floating exchange rate, 
and an accumulation of inherited cost-pushes that will make the 
currency lose value for a long time to come, it will be virtually 
impossible to hold prices stable, \ 

If a wage-price-tax freeze is not to be reduced to a wage freeze 
alone, it would be necessary to revert, at least temporarily, to a 
fixed exchange rate and to abandon or suspend the* currency 
liberalization of October 1977, of which Mr. Gafny. was one of the 
main architects. 


There Is. in sum, no harm in the governor’s taking a leaf out of 
the opposition's book. But half a leaf won’t do. 


ORTHODOXY AND 
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THE DEVIANTS 


For all the permissive liberalism they propagated to save 
Jewry, the Conservative and Reform movements have 
failed to stem the rate of disintegration, writes SIMON A. 
DOLGIN. 
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PLANNERS OF the American 
Jewish Congress’ American- Israel 
Dialogue, held recently in 
Jerusalem, could have found no 
more eloquent spokesman for the 
non-Orthbdox view ot Judaism and 
the right of expression than Harold 
Schulweis, whose address appeared 
in abbreviated form In The 
Jerusalem Post ("Religion and 
State.” July 25. 1980). Nor could 
they have found a better leader In 
the Conservatlve-Reconstructioniat 
camp than my friend (If he doesn’t 
obfect to the appellation) and 
erstwhile landsman Schulweis, to 
make me more '"rigidly’' Orthodox. 

The facts described in the article 
are substantially correct and well 
presented. For decades Jews of 
different branches in American 
- Jewry “related to each other with 
tolerance, mutual respect and 
acceptance.” Today “Orthodox 
moderates” are being "pressured 
to take seriously the ban agai n st 
association with non-Orthodox rab- 
bis lest by association the latter 
gain some measure of legitimacy." 
Does Schulweis want me to con- 
sider as a legitimate rabbi In Israel 
one who does not believe in the ex- 
istence of a Divine Being? Can one 
be a rav in Israel and pray “Bless- 
ed art Thou” to himself, his 
“soteric” self? What religion la in- 
volved when a child is about to un- 
dergo surgery and one declares 
that there is no purpose In offering 
a prayer, since It ls more sensible to 
study the illness and gird oneself 
for the natural outcome of the 
operation? The illness can better be 
studied by physicians than by rab- 
bis. Nothing is more secular than 
accepting the natural outcome 
without any recourse to the super- 
natural, which I understand to be 
the basic contribution of religion 
which a rabbi ls meant to repre- 


sent. Small wonder that the 
benedictions of these men “are not 
benedictions hut idle words" of peo- 
ple praying to themselves. 

Orthodox polarization, which the 
writer of these lines seeks to resist, 
is induced by the spirit of our 
troubled, times and by the extreme 
deviation of those leaders of the 

Conaerv ati v e-R efo rm-Rec onstru c - 
tionist trends. 

Schulweis Is troubled because the 
Orthodox Jews of Los Angeles do 
not open their mlkva “to men, 
women and children converted 
haiachically under the auspices of 
the Conservative Rabbinical 
Assembly." I assure him that if he 
or his colleagues would bring 
Jewish brides to the mlkva, or their 
own wives, the doors would be flung, 
wide open. After the mlkva has 
been given a legitimate and 
meaningful place In their Jewish 
life, can these rabbis try to use it for 
its peripheral purpose — conver- 
sion. Alas, “the Conservative 
University of Jerusalem has had to 
expend money and energy td build 
its own Tnikva" for converts, not for 
Jewish family purity. Schulweis 
rightfully laments a waste of funds 
for conversions not destined to be 
recognized by Orthodox Jews 
whether the new mlkva or the old 
swimming pool is used. 

As time goes on and the 
deviations Increase, polarization is 
inevitable. The Conservative and 
Reform movements have not 
stemmed intermarriage or 
assimilation. With all their 
resources and the permissive 
liberalism they propagated to save 
Jewry, the rate of Jewish dis- 
integration ls growing alarmingly 
as secularism and assimilation 
claim - the vast majority of their 
youth. The “rigidity” of Orthodoxy 
ls merely a relative term that needs 


definition. If It means resistance to 
disintegration and to the under- 
mining ot Israel's faith in God and 
the Tora as manifest in halacha, 
then it Is a rigidity to be welcomed. 
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SCHULWEIS can decry the “theo- 
political status of Orthodoxy In 
Israel.” Before he does so, let him 
consider that this Religious 
Zionism produced for Israel almost 
10 0 . moshavim,. 15 kibbutzim, a 
legitimate political movement of 
over 150,000 members, a religious 
school system, a network of Bnei 
Aklva yeshivot and ulpanim, the 
Yeshivot Header whose soldier- 
students have shown unusual 
heroism, a Bnei Akiva youth move- 
ment considered to be the finest In 
the world, and other Institutions 
and leaders that contribute to the 
political, social and economic 
development of the Jewish State. 

There is nothing “theo-polltical” 
about the* recognition of qualified 
rabbis who can be accepted by all 
Jews and not just by one sect or 
another. Rabbis who themselves 
violate halacha would be 
hypocritical to teach it or- expect 
observance from a convert. 
Therefore their position on the sub- 
ject is unacceptable not only to 
"Orthodox officialdom" in Israel 
but to Orthodox Jews anywhere. 

Schulweis takes a theo-poUtlcal 
stab at Israel's secular society and 
points to the “depth of spirituality 
in the secular Jew, his yearning for 
religious metaphysics freed of 
Orthodox dogma, for a ritual and 
liturgy responsive to the cadence of 
his soul,” hoping to win that Jew In 
the fight against Orthodoxy. Unfor- 
tunately, he does not understand 
that Jew, who thus far has failed to 
flock to the existing Reform and 
Conservative temples In Israel. Yet 
many have turned to legitimate* 
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tradition and to Tons acceptance. 
Any alliance of. secularists; with 
non-Orthodox that Schblweis hopes 
to achieve will be fjthjeo-politic&l, 
with the accent : 0 » thccpolitfeaL. .
